rare or unobtainable types that might be encountered. 
Also, one may get some idea as to the evolution 
of a "Parent" type's "Children" and subsequent gene- 
rations/permutations of the basic tube type. 


The "parent" type is listed first. The 
"Children" are listed by arrows to the right. 

"2nd and additional generations" are listed below 
the "parent" type and "child" types that they 
appear to be related to. 

Filament/heater voltages are listed in 
brackets after the old style two digit type numbers. 

Number of base prongs listed in brackets 
after type number of tube. 

No "genealogy" is generally given on tubes 
directly related with filament/heater voltages that 
are greater than 12 volts in order to keep the diagrams 
from being unduly cluttered.

On Monday, a friend asked me about the history and value of a plain-jane 
J-38. It has a steel arm and a silvery, nonmagnetic base. The eye for 
tying the telephone cord pigtail may be nickel-plated brass or stainless. 
The two base-mounting screws are flat-head nickel-plate screws in from 

the top and threaded into the black phenolic base. The two binding posts 
at the rear are secured bysimilar screws upfrom underneath. The remaining 
metal parts apart from the contacts are brass including the shorting 
switch. The key knob is flat (1 1/8" dia) without skirt and the switch 
knob is a bit balloon-shaped (3/4" tall), both of plastic (Bakelite?). 


Besides J-38, the top is marked with <---LINE---> and <---TEL---> 
on top and red circle with SC 

1284-P on the bottom. Three mounting holes 
in the base. 


This description is meager. No doubt there is an expert or two within 
this group who will step forth with a good guess as to the lineage of this 
key, probable date of manufacturer, and how much you would ask/pay for the 


instrument. Many thanks for thinking about this oldtimer.

The J-38 is one of a series of keys made for the U.S. Army Signal 
Corps. The J-series goes from J-1 thru J-51 and dates from WWI. The 
J-38 was made for the purpose of training radiotelegraph operators. It 
is Federal Stock No. 3Z3438 and was produced from WWII and apparently 
thru the Korean war. Records state, "KEY J-38: telegraph, manual 
actuation, J-30 mounted on a bakelite base." 

There seems to have been quite a few contractors including, Bunnell, 
Lionel (of toy train fame) Signal Electric, and McElroy. I have never 
been able to find any reference for the J-38 other than it use as a 
training key. The "Line" and "Tel" marking are there to so the 
instructor will know how to hook it up to the EE-81 code practice set. 
The band between the two terminals at the edge of the base is to 
facilitate "connecting a headset in series w/key and the line." Many 
soldiers were trained at one time.

All GE Dielektrol impregnants do not contain polychlorinated 
biphenyl or mineral oil. (No PCBs) 


I would wonder at the units being rated at 480VAC. These likely were 


designed for motor starting/AC phase shifting applications as Fred indicates 
- please see archives for discussion of differences seen in construction of 
capacitors for AC use. Duty cycle may be an issue.
